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ORDINANCE NO. 2001-026 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS OF PALM 
BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, AMENDING THE AFFORDABLE HOUSING 
SECTION OF THE PALM BEACH COUNTY CODE, CHAPTER 14, 

ARTICLE V, SECTION 14-246(d) (2); PROVIDING FOR EXCLUSION 

OF COUNTY EMPLOYEES, EXCEPT COMMISSIONER’S AIDES, AS 

ELIGIBLE MEMBERS OF THE COMMISSION ON AFFORDABLE HOUSING; 

PROVIDING FOR THE REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT; PROVIDING 

FOR SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING FOR INCLUSION IN THE CODE; 

AND PROVIDING FOR AN EFFECTIVE DATE. 

WHEREAS, Palm Beach County enacted Ordinance No. 93-8, the 
"Affordable Housing Ordinance" on May 18, 1993 which was amended by 
Ordinances No. 94-1, enacted on January 18, 1994, Ordinance No. 94- 
24, enacted on October 18, 1994 and Ordinance No. 95-1806, enacted 
December 19,1995; and 

WHEREAS, Palm Beach County adopted policies for advisory 
boards ‘in Resolution No. R-95-1806; and 

WHEREAS, Resolution No. R-95-1806 provides in Section 7 that 
County employees, other than Commissioner Aides, may not be 
appointed to boards except where technical/professional 
representation and county employee eligibility are specifically set 
forth in the document creating the board; and 

WHEREAS, it is necessary to amend the Palm Beach County Code 
to make the qualifications for membership on the Commission on 
Affordable Housing consistent with Resolution R-95-1806. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that: 

Section 1. Conditions of Membership 

Chapter 14, Article V, Section 14-246(d)(2) of the Palm Beach 
County Code is amended to read as follows: 

1. County employees, except Commissioner aides, may not be 
appointed to the CAH. 

Section 2. Repeal of Laws in Conflict 

All local laws and ordinances in conflict with any provisions 
of this ordinance are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. Severability 


If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or word 


of this ordinance is for any reason held by the court to be 
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unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holding shall not 
affect the remainder of this ordinance. 

Section 4. Inclusion in the Code of Laws and Ordinances. The 
provisions of this Ordinance shall become and be made a part of the 
Code of Laws and Ordinances of Palm Beach County, Florida. The 
sections of the Ordinance may be renumbered or relettered to 
accomplish such, and the word "ordinance" may be changed to 
"section," "article," or any other appropriate word. 

Section 5. Effective Date. The provisions of this Ordinance 
shall become effective upon filing with the Department of State.
